Change  is  in  the  Air 

The  cherry  depicted  on  this  year's  book  cover  sets  the  mental  stage  for  our  choice  of  theme:  change.  Since  the 
cherry  has  long  been  associated  with  education  and  the  cover  captures  the  cherry  in  each  stage  of  its  development,  we  here 
at  the  yearbook  office  felt  that  this  symbol  appropriately  represents  the  changes  in  education  which  took  place  during  the 
'97-'98  school  year.  Of  equal  significance,  and  more  befitting  a  Christian  college,  is  the  fact  that  there  is  a  story  handed 
down  from  gardeners'  lore  that  Jesus  once  gave  Peter  a  cherry,  reminding  him  to  pay  attention  to  the  small  details  and  not 
to  despise  little  things  in  order  to  bring  about  positive  change  and  growth.  We  feel  that  this  is  more  than  appropriate,  for  the 
'97-'98  school  year  has  brought  about  several  changes  which,  through  a  greater  understanding  of  the  "little  things,"  have 
improved  the  growth  taking  place  here  in  our  classrooms  and  our  community. 

The  '97-'98  school  year,  much  like  the  developing  cherry  on  our  cover,  saw  many  exciting  and  innovative  changes 
in  the  way  in  which  students  at  Pikeville  College  were  educated.  To  begin,  there  was  a  new  president  installed  during  the  Fall 
semester,  President  Hal  Smith.  Much  like  Peter,  this  new  president  is  paying  attention  to  the  "smaller"  aspects  of  education, 
by  trying  to  integrate  faculty,  staff,  and  student  body  more  fiilly;  by  setting  higher,  tougher  goals  for  the  fiiture;  and  by 
recognizing  that  the  small  changes  taking  place  in  each  of  us  as  professors,  workers,  and  individual  students  can  be  used 
as  a  catalyst  for  real  growth  on  a  much  larger  scale  than  that  of  the  mere  individual. 

Another  area  to  which  the  cherry  theory  applies  developed  when  earlier  in  the  school  year  Pikeville  College  once 
again  proved  that  as  an  institution  it  realized  the  needs  not  only  of  the  student  population,  but  the  community  as  well:  it 
opened  the  Pikeville  College  School  of  Osteopathic  Medicine.  The  school,  which  accepted  sixty  students  its  first  year,  has 
a  strong  emphasis  on  holistic  medicine,  which  has  at  its  very  core  an  emphasis  on  treating  the  entire  patient  rather  than 
treating  one  particular  problem.  The  truly  exciting  thing  is  that  here  once  again,  much  to  the  staffs  relief,  the  cherry  as  a 
symbol  of  education,  attention  to  smaller  detail,  and  of  course,  change,  is  applicable.  As  these  prospective  doctors  begin 
to  learn  their  craft,  they  are  being  taught  to  pay  attention  to  the  small,  infinite  details  of  medicine,  whether  it  be  how  to  treat 
one  disease  as  opposed  to  another  or  how  to  provide  the  powerfully  therapeutic  effect  of  a  friendly  bedside  manner.  To 
acquire  an  understanding  of  both,  all  of  this  year's  themes  come  into  play. 

Finally,  we  would  like  to  mention  the  most  obvious  but  often  overlooked  area  of  change  and  education  in  your  own 
life:  your  experiences  here  at  Pikeville  College!  Whether  you  are  a  seasoned  senior  or  a  freshman  just  starting  your 
educational  adventure,  we  invite  you  to  explore  this  yearbook  with  a  sense  of  anticipation  at  what  you  may  see,  with  tears 
over  what  you  may  remember,  and  most  of  all  with  joy  at  what  you  have  shared  here  with  everyone  who  is  connected  with 
this  college.  Each  day  here  has  affected  your  life,  and  the  changes  brought  about  are  going  to  carry  on  with  you  well 
beyond  the  time  on  "the  hill."

On  September  11, 1 997,  Pikeville  College  once  again 
proved  it  is  a  catalyst  for  progressive  community  change 
and  improvement  as  it  officially  opened  the  1 9th  school  of 
osteopathic  medicine  in  the  United  States.  Present  at  the
